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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's amendment, filed 9/19/02, is acknowledged. 
Claims 1-22 have been cancelled. 
Claims 23-38 have been added and are pending. 

2 Applicant's election of Group HI (defined as a method of blocking the attraction of systemic memory T 
cells by administering an antagonist that is an antibody to CCR4) without traverse in Paper No. 6 is 
acknowledged. 

Newly added claims 23-38 are acknowledged to correspond to the subject matter of Group m as drawn to 
a method of blocking the attraction of systemic memory T cells by administering an antagonist that is an 
antibody to CCR4. 

Claims 23-38 are under consideration in the instant application. 



3. Upon consideration of newly submitted claims 23-38, an additional election of species is required as 
set forth below. 



Species Election 

4 This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the claimed 
invention: wherein the species are the various sites of inflammation recited in claims 33-38. 
Each site is associated with a different patient population; therefore the methods directed to each site are 
patentably distinct. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits 
to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, 23 
generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the species that is 
elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims 
subsequently added.

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, applicant should 
submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to be obvious variants or 
clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the 
inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
